Gov ernor Hodges, the first Dem­ 
ocratic gov ernor elected in Kansas in 
thirty -fiv e y ears, 
and the second 
Democratic gov ernor ev er elected in 
the history of the state, was a gu est 
in Ru shv ille last ev ening and today . 
He will depart tonight for his home. 
Gov ernor 
Hodges 
married 
Ora 
M u rray , dau ghter of Mr. and Mrs. 
Arnold M u rray , pioneer resident of 
this 
cou nty . 
Mr. M u rray 
was a 
brother of Mrs. Boone 
Power, 9 33 
North Morgan street, and Mrs. John 
Power, deceased. 
This accou nts for 
the short v isit of the Gov ernor here 
to da y . 
Gov ernor Hodges was fou nd at the 
home of Boone Power bu ried in a 
big, easy chair, enjoy ing a cigar and 
chatting with his au nt and u ncle. He 
commented on the strange recu rrence 
of an incident in 
his and 
Mrs. 
Hodges’ life: 
where a person they 
had k nown in 
early life su ddenly 
crosses their path. 
He told a st<>ry 
of H arry Morgan, a Ru sh 
cou nty 
boy , to iHwstrate. 
When he was inau gu rated, Gov er­ 
nor Hodges was attracted by the 
bright personality and graciou s m an­ 
ners of a y ou ng man named Morgan 
who was a 
member of 
Gov ernor 
Stu bbs’ staff. 
The 
retiring' staff 
practically had charge of the cere­ 
monies incident to the entrance of 
the new gov ernor. 
The 
Gov ernor 
noted Morgan all the more becau se 
he was the escort of Mrs. Hodge (lu r­ 
ing the 
day . 
That ev ening when Morgan left he 
said to Gov ernor Hodges that he felt 
there was something fa milia r abou t 
Mrs. Hodges, y et he cou ld not say 
that he ev er k new- her. 
The Gov ­ 
ernor passed the incident withou t a n­ 
other thou ght. 
A 
fewr 
w'eek s 
later 
Gov ernor 
Hodges receiv ed a letter from M or­ 
gan ask ing for a place in the Gov ­ 
ernor’s staff. 
Gov . Hodges replied 
that he shou ld hav e it prov iding some 
Democratic applicants wTere not too 
insistent. 
“Of cou rse, “Gov . 
Hodges 
com­ 
mented, “I k new’ they Wo uld be be­ 
cau se the positions were v ery de­ 
sirable.” 
Two v ery prominent K ansas m an­ 
u factu rers and a personal friend of 
tile Ggv ernor’s applied and Gov ern­ 
or Hodges had to refu se Morgan, y et 
he remembered bim becau se of 
his 
attractiv e personality . 
Some time later H arry Morgan was 
bock on his nativ e beath and he in­ 
q u ired of Ru shv ille 
friends where 
Ora M u rray was. 
He w'as told that 
she had married a K ansas lu mber­ 
man and now liv ed in Kansas. 
The 
nex t day M organ told some friends 
of his part in the inau gu ration cer­ 
emonies of Gov ernor Hodges. 
“ Bu t that w'as Ora M u rray y ou 
were escorting,” remark ed some one 
in the crowd, and when H arry M or­ 
gan got back to K ansas he lost no 
time in calling at 
the Gov ernor’s 
mansion. 


“And if I had k nown that be was 
a schoolmate of Mrs. Hodges,” con­ 
tinu ed Gov . Hodges, “I wou ld nev er 
hav e refu sed bim the appointment on 
my staff ev en thou gh he wTas a Re­ 
pu blican.” 


Gov ernor Hodges does not lik e to 
talk politics ev en thou gh he is the 
biggest Democrat in the State. There 
was no third state tick et and he 
Continu ed on Page S.

men Calling For Arbitration. 


GOVERNOR RALSTON SIGNS IT 


Company Does Not Agree to Rein­ 


state Men Who Quit Work 


When Strike Was Called. 


An 
arbitration 
agreement 
that 
differs v ery little from the one drawn 
u p 
by President Charles L. Henry . 
of the 
Indianapolis 
& 
Cincinnati 
Traction company and I. & C. tra in­ 
men was entered into y esterday by 
the 
Terre 
Hau te, 
Indianapolis 
& 
E astern Traction company and 18 1 
of its trainmen. 


Abou t the only difference that is 
noted in the two agreements is the 
one fact that the T. II. I. & E. docu ­ 
ment does not prov ide for the rein­ 
statement of trainmen who q u it when 
the strik e was called. The I. & C. 
agrees to tak e back all men discharg­ 
ed since the attempted u nionizing of 
the interu rban trainmen began. 


The agreement, in fu ll, is as fol­ 
lows :

OFTEN 
DONE BY SHIPPERS 


Practice is to Feed Fowls Red Pep* 


per to Give Them an Abnormal 


Appetite. 


Uncov ering a trick of u nprincipled 
dealers in chick ens, the departm ent 
of agricu ltu re today issu ed a w arn­ 
ing to hou sewiv es to 
be 
on 
their 
gu ard against 
sand-stu ffed 
fowds. 
The gov ernment 
ex perts 
annou nce 
that the practice of stu ffing chick ens 
with sand is one that is 
assu ming 
considerable proportions. 
The leg- 
timate fattening of chick ens for the 
mark et is applau ded, bu t the d epart­ 
ment frowrns on the weighing of the 
fowls wTith the produ ct of sand pits. 
The warning s a y s : 
“Some of these pou ltry shippers, a 
day or two before 
the 
chick en is 
k illed, feed 
it red 
pepper, 
which 
mak es the chick en hav e an abnormal 
appetite, then feed a mix tu re of fine 
sand and a 
little 
corn meal. 
The 
chick en eats this mix tu re rav enou sly 
and, as a resu lt, large q u antities of 
sand are introdu ced into the craw 
and the intestines as well. 
“This 
addition 
of 
sand 
may 
amou nt in the case of a single chick ­ 
en to only an onnce 
or 
two, 
bu t 
where thou sands 
of 
chick ens 
are 
sold, the aggregate charge for sand 
becomes 
important. 
It 
simply 
means that the dealer is selling sand 
to the consu mer at the rate of 20 
cents or more a pou nd.” 
Hou sewiv es are adv ised to watch 
closely the craws of any 
u ndressed 
chick ens they may bu y and to ob­ 
serv e the cleaning of chick ens that 
are being dressed by the bu tcher.

A DISASTROUS WRECK 
OCCURS IN ALABAMA 


Crowded Excursion Train 6oes 


Into Ditch. 


Clay ton, Ala., Nov . 14.—When a Cen­ 
tral Georgia ex cu rsion train was wreck­ 
ed three miles from here, perhaps a 
score were killed and 200 persons were 
inju red , many seriou sly and at least 
six fatally . 
Fifteen bod ies hav e been 
remov ed from the wreckage and it is 
thou ght there were sev eral more bu r­ 
ied in the d ebris. 
The train was ru nning from Ozark, 
bou nd for Eu fala, where the Barbou r 
cou nty fair is in progress. It was late 
and going at a high rate of speed . 
W hile tu rning a sharp cu rv e the three 
rear coaches of the fiv e-car train, all 
crowd ed to capacity , were whipped off 
the track and rolled d own a forty -foot 


embankment. 
The wood en coaches 
were torn to bits and hard ly a single 
occu pant, Inclu d ing scores of women 
and child ren, escaped u nhu rt. The lo­ 
comotiv e and the first two cars re­ 
mained on the track. 
J. D. Clay ton, a brother of Congress­ 
man Clay ton, and Sheriff Teal of Bar­ 
bou r cou nty , are among the bad ly in 
ju red . 
Clay ton had few facilities for caring 
for the inju red , most of whom were 
brou ght here, bu t nearly ev ery hou se 
was tu rned Into a temporary hospital. 
A statem ent issu ed by railroad offi­ 
cials say s a broken rail cau sed the ac­ 
cid ent, and that the engineer was not 
to blame in the matter.

Mex ico City , Nov . 
14.—Presid ent 
H u erta’s reply to John Lind ’s u ltima­ 
tu m on behalf of Presid ent Wilson d e­ 
mand ing annu lm ent of the recent con­ 
gressional elections, ex pressed a will­ 
ingness to enter into a consid eration 
of means by which the end sou ght 
cou ld be accomplished , bu t withou t 
committing himself on the qu estion of 
compliance with the United States d e­ 
mand . 


Berlin, Nov . 14.—As a resu lt of con­ 
v ersations 
In 
W ashington 
between 
Cou nt Von Bernstorff, the German am­ 
bassad or, and Secretary Bry an and be­ 
tween Ambassad or Gerard and the for­ 
eign 
m inister 
here, 
Germany 
has 
agreed with Presid ent Wilson that It 
Is imperativ e that a man capable of 
restoring ord er and end ing the chaos 
be placed at the head of the gov ern­ 
m ent in Mex ico. 
Germany m akes no su ggestion re­ 
gard ing a su ccessor to General Hu er­ 
ta. This gov ernment is ind ifferent re­ 
gard ing who the man is to be or how 
he is to be selected so long as he is 
satisfactory to the United States gov ­ 
ernm ent. 
On the whole Germany 
agrees to su pport Presid ent W ilson’s 
efforts to settle the situ ation, leav ing 
it entirely to the United States to d e­ 
cid e how best this can be d one. 
The 
German gov ernment is, howev er, in­ 
sistent that present cond itions cannot 
be allowed to continu e mu ch longer. 


SITUATION MORE FAVORABLE 


Adm inistration Beginning to Take Op­ 


tim istic View. 


W ashington, Nov . 14.—New hope for 
a satisfactory ad ju stm ent of the Mex i­ 
can situ ation withou t resort to inter­ 
v ention by the United States has been 
fou nd by Presid ent Wilson. 
So su b­ 
stantial are the new d ev elopments re­ 
gard ed that Presid ent Wilson is more 
confid ent than ev er that H u erta soon 
will be eliminated from Mex ican af­ 
fairs and that an entirely new gov ern 
m ent satisfactory to the United States 
will be created in the sou thern repu b­ 
lic. 
The following optimistic state­ 
ment of the situ ation was au thorized 
by the presid ent: 
"There are elements in this case 
which I cannot at present d iscu ss, bu t 
which make it look to me v ery mu ch 
more fav orable.’' 
The presid ent u p to this time has 
been v ery gu ard ed In regard to any 
statem ents for qu otation on the Mex i­ 
can situ ation, and this brief u tterance, 
on this accou nt, is regard ed as hav ing 
great significance. 
Presid ent Wilson d id not d isclose 
the d ev elopments which hav e brou ght 
this renewed hope. There is good rea­ 
son to believ e that one of the d ev elop­ 
ments which hav e inspired the presi­ 
d ent with confid ence is flat assu rances 
from Eu ropean powers that they will 
su pport the W hite Hou se in its efforts 
to elim inate the Mex ican d ictator and 
establish ord erly , constitu tional gov ­ 
ernm ent in the sou thern repu blic. 
It can be said d efinitely now that 
representativ es of the Eu ropean gov ­ 
ernm ents are ad v ising H u erta to get 
ou t and sav e himself while the oppor­ 
tu nity is open. Eu ropean gov ernments 
are conv inced that it Is only a m atter 
of time and method before Hu erta 
mu st go and are anx iou s that the mat­ 
ter be conclu d ed as speed ily as possi­ 
ble and that steps be taken toward 
restoring Mex ico’s prosperity . 
Notwithstand ing the pressu re of the 
foreign gov ernments, howev er, Hu erta 
has giv en no ind ication that he has 
been mov ed by these representations, 
bu t on the contrary has contend ed 
that he has nothing to gain bu t ev ery ­ 
thing to lose by withd rawing. 
So far as can be learned Presid ent 
Wilson’s optimism is not based on any 
Intimation or sign from the Mex ican 
d ictator that he will y ield . The latest 
u nd erstand ing of H u erta’s position is 
that he has not altered his d eterm ina­ 
tion in the slightest to retain his pres­ 
ent office u ntil the choice of his su c­ 
cessor by the Mex ican electorate. The 
negotiations now u nd er way with Gen­ 
eral Carranza, chief of the Constitu ­ 
tionalists, necessarily play an import­ 
ant part in the hopefu lness felt by the 
ad ministration. It is known that both 
Presid ent Wilson and Secretary Bry an 
feel that ju stice requ ires that arms be 
giv en to the Constitu tionalists, and 
there is no d ou bt that u pon Carranza 
and his followers the ad m inistration is 
pinning its hope for a new gov ernment 
rising ou t of the chaos In Mex ico. 
Before pled ging its su pport to Car­ 
ranza the ad m inistration is d emand ing 
of him promises that he will d o those 
things which the presid ent’s cond em­ 
nation of Hu erta make essential re­ 
qu irements of any gov ernment which 
Is to receiv e the ind orsement of the 
W ashington ad m inistration. 
That is, 
Carranza will be requ ired to pled ge

It has stood a central 
landmark in the national cap ital since 
the time of its fou nding and is known 
tho world ov er as the home of the 
chief ex ecu tiv e of the rep u blic. 
Gre­ 
cian in its architectu re, it stands a 
monu ment to the stern simp licity of 
the tru e ideals of the nation. 
So it hap p ens that whenev er a wed­ 
ding takes p lace within the White 
Hou se the nation is p rone to weav e a 
my stical web of beau ty and romance 
abou t the p rincip als that sets theirs 
q u ite ap art from other bridals and 
p edestals them high in the cou rt of the 
cou ntry ’s affection and regard. 


Prev io us White Ho use Bridals. 
Prior to Miss Wilson’s wedding there 
hav e been ju st twelv e y ou ng women 
fortu nate enou gh to hav e their wed­ 
dings celebrated within the ex ecu tiv e 
mansion. The last of these was Miss 
Alice Roosev elt, the dau ghter of Presi­ 
dent Itoosev elt, who was married to 
Rep resentativ e Nicholas Longworth of 
Ohio on Feb. 17 , 1906. 
Until then 
there had not been a White Hou se 
wedding for nearly twenty y ears, the 
p rev iou s nu p tials being those of Miss 
Frances Folsom, now the wife of Pro­ 
fessor Thomas J. Preston of Princeton, 
to President Grov er Clev eland on Ju ne 
2, 1886. 
The marriage of Miss Alice Roose­ 
v elt was one of the most brilliant cer­ 
emonies ev er held in the White Hou se, 
differing mu ch from some of those in 
the last centu ry . 
Some of the White 
Hou se marriages hav e been sev erely 
simp le, and the ap p roaching wedding 
also will p artake largely of the demo­

President Jefferson's administration 
was the first that began and ended in 
the White Hou se.

There were two weddings In the 
White Hou se while she was its mis­

The first wedding to occu r 
in the p resident’s hou se was that of 
the widow* of a nep hew of George 
Washington. Lu cy Pay ne, Mrs. Madi­ 
son’s y ou nger sister, who W’as married 
at thew go of fifteen, in 17 92, to George 
Step toe Washington, and liv ed du ring 
her widowhood with the Madisons in 
Washington. 


Pay ne-To dd Wedding . 
The engagement of this sister in the 
winter of 1810 to Ju stice Todd of the 
su p reme cou rt, a widower, many y ears 
older than herself, the father of fiv e 
children and a resident of the then far 
distant state of Kentu cky , wras ap p rov ­ 
ed by her family , and Mrs. Madison 
rev eled in the p rep arations for the 
fine wedding she gav e the cou p le. 
It 
was celebrated on the ev ening of 
March ll, 1811. 
The second White Hou se w’eddlng 
took p lace after the w’ar of 1812 w’as 
ended. 
The bride was a relativ e of 
Mrs. Madison by marriage, Miss Anna 
Todd of Philadelp hia, and the bride­ 
groom was a member of congress from 
Virginia, John G. Jackson, a great- 
u ncle of “Stonewall” Jackson.

fond of his wife’s relativ es and, being 
a childless widower and hav ing not a 
relativ e in the world of his own, gath­ 
ered abou t him many y ou ng p eop le, 
among whom w’ere sev eral of Mrs.

Mary Fasten, a Tennessee girl, w’as 
one of these nieces, and wrhen she was 
married to Lu cien B. Polk of Tennes­ 
see the p resident arranged to hav e the 
ceremony take p lace in the Blu e room.

So 
the wedding of her y ou ngest dau ghter 
was the rev erse of a grand affair. 
The circu lar or blu e room was cho­ 
sen for the wedding, and the Rev .

The eighth wedding to occu r in the 
White Hou se was that of Miss Eliza­ 
beth Ty ler, dau ghter of the p resident 
of that name, to William Waller of 
Virginia, the bride being bu t nineteen 
y ears of age, on Jan. 31, 184 2. 
The nex t wedding, tho ninth to oc­ 
cu r in the White Hou se, did not take 
p lace u ntil the Grant administration, 
w’hen the general’s beau tifu l dau ghter, 
Ellen, or Nellie, as she is better known, 
became the bride of Mr. Algernon Sar­ 
toris. The ceremony , w hich was with­ 
ou t dou bt the most brilliant fu nction 
held at the White Hou se du ring her 
father’s tenu re there, has become a 
recollection to w hich all w’ho witnessed 
it delight to rev ert. 
It w’as the first welding to be cele­ 
brated in the east room and took p lace 
on May 21, 187 4 , or nearly thirty y ears 
after the Ty ler w’edding. 
The Tenth Bridal. 
The tenth White Hou se wedding was 
that of Miss Emily Platt, niece of Pres­ 
ident Hay es, who w’as married to Gen­ 
eral Ru ssell Hastings on Ju ne 19, 187 8. 
The bride had been to the p resident 
and Mrs. Hay es as a dau ghter, and 
she had liv ed in their home for many 
y ears, going to the White Hou se with 
them from Ohio. 
When nex t the blu e room was*deeo- 
rated for a marriage ceremony the 
wedding was that of President Clev e­ 
land, the first p resident to be married 
in the White Hou se. 
Miss Frances Folsom, the bride, was 
twenty and was noted as being grace­ 
fu l and winsome. Her engagement to 
the p resident was made in the su mmer 
of 1885. 
Soon after she went to Eu ­ 
rop e with her mother and remained 
there u ntil a few day s before her wed­ 
ding. That occu rred on the ev ening of 
Ju ne 2, 1886, at 7 o’clock, in the blu e 
room.

The wedding of Miss Alice Roose­ 
v elt to the then Rep resentativ e Nich­ 
olas Longworth of Ohio iii 1906 is of 
too recent date to need more than p ass­ 
ing mention.

PACIFIC OCEAN TRAFFIC 


WITH THE UNITED STATES. 


One-fo urth o f To tal Trade Supplied by 
Uncle Sam. 


Abou t one-fou rth of the total trade 
of all cou ntries fronting on the Pacific 
ocean is su p p lied by the United States, 
according to figu res ju st p rodu ced by 
the bu reau of foreign and domestic 
commerce. Into these p orts $2,333,000,- 
000 worth of imp orts entered in 1912, 
according to the figu res, and their ex ­ 
p orts aggregated another $2,000,000,000. 
Of the total imp orts abou t one-half rep ­ 
resents eastern Asia, a little less than 
one-fou rth w’estern America and the 
remainder* the cou ntries and islands of 
the sou th Pacific.* 
The imp orts of China are ap p rox i­ 
mately $350,000,000, Jap an abou t $300,- 
000,000. Straits Settlements $200,000,- 
000, Hongkong $200,000,000 au d Siam, 
French Indo-China, Chosen (Korea) 
and Asiatic Ru ssia abou t $ IOO,OOO,(XX). 
Those of w’estern Sou th America are 
abou t 
$200,000,000, 
western 
North 
America (inclu ding $125,000,000 at the 
Pacific p orts of the United States) 
$200,000,000, 
Au stralia 
$37 5,000,000, 
New Zealand $100,000,000, Du tch East 
Indies $150,000,000, Philip p ine Islands 
$55,000,000 and the Hawaiian Islands 
$34 JKK). OOO. 
Of the imp orts of these Pacific front­ 
ages other than those of the United 
States this cou ntry su p p lies abou t 12 
p er cent, the United Kingdom abou t 25 
p er cent, continental Eu rop e abou t 15 
p er cent and India abou t IO p er cent, 
the remainder being chiefly ex changes 
among the cou ntries forming the grou p 
u nder consideration. 


NEW TARIFF LAW S EFFECT. 


Treasury Statement Finds but Little 
Decrease In Duties Co llected. 
Althou gh the new tariff act, with its 
lowered rates of du ty , has been In ef­ 
fect ov er a month, the cu stoms re­ 
ceip ts hav e show’n little falling off. 
A treasu ry statement made a few’ 
day s ago shows that the cu stoms re­ 
ceip ts for October amou nted to $30,- 
138,000, abou t $80,000 less than those 
of October, 1912. 
The deficit for the fiscal y ear to date, 
the statement shows, is $5,7 57 ,627 , 
abou t $3,900,000 more than at the cor­ 
resp onding p eriod last y ear. 
Pension p ay ments u nder the Sher­ 
wood act are ap p arently largely re 
sp onsible for the larger deficiency . In 
1912 the October p ay ments amou nted 
to abou t $52,500,000, and for the same 
p eriod this y ear nearly $57 ,000,000. 
The total p ay warrants for October. 
1913, were $59,366,994 , with total re 
celp ts of $64 ,196,633. The net balance 
in the general fu nd of the treasu ry on 
Nov . I wTas $124 ,923,123. 
In national 
bank dep ositaries to the credit of the 
United States treasu rer there was $S1,- 
121 ,101.

AID ARMIES AS FORAGERS. 


Wife of Federal Officer Leads Rebels 
Into Ambush and Then Escapes In 
Rain o f Bullets—Wealthy Yo ung W o ­ 
man Takes Her Dead Bro ther’s Place 
In Co nstitutio nalist Ranks. 


Women of Mex ico are p lay ing a 
p rominent p art in the warfare of the 
sou thern rep u blic as “soldaderas,” for­ 
aging su ccessfu lly for their men folk 
in the armies and occasionally being 
actu al fighters, according to corre­ 
sp ondence from Del Rio, Tex . 
This is tru e p robably becau se the 
p resent rev olu tion has tou ched indiv id­ 
u als and homes more intimately than 
any other conflict of recent times in 
Mex ico. Many women hav e left their 
homes rather than remain alone, and 
a few of them hav e gone u nder fire to 
get rev enge. 


Girl Replaces Bro ther. 
In the siege of the large city of 
Monterey a v alu ed member of Gen­ 
eral Pablo Gonzales’ Constitu tionalist 
command was Senorita Maria Sanchez, 
said to be a wealthy Castilian, whose 
brother was shot by fedeial irregu ­ 
lars. 
She gav e u p the comforts of a 
lu x u riou s home and begged p ermission 
to rep lace her brothe.-. 
Recently at Monclov a a son of Seno­ 
ra Pimental of that city had been 
sentenced to be shot. 
The mother, it 
is said, entered the federal jail by 
stealth and, stabbing two gu ards, re­ 
leased her boy , and both escap ed to 
the Constitu tionist headq u arters at 
Herman os.
